Board of Trade of Grande Prairiv 
Hear Report from W. F, 
Stevens 


In a report which W. FP. Stevens 
as chairman of the agricultural ¢om- 
mittee made to the board of trade of | 
Grande Prairie, there are some sali- | 
ent facts that are of interest +o many. | 
He estimates that the wheat will! 
average about twenty bushels to the 
acre, some going as low as twelve, | 
and then again as high ‘as thirty. 

The oats he estimates will be about 
forty bushels to the acre, but the! 
samples are grading low, due to the!

The committee ts especially anxt- |!

likely to get a proper return from 
their crop. With a grain blockade | 
there Is sure to be a break in price, | 
and this is a condition specially to be 
deplored where the grain has to be 
hauled such long distances.

correct. The same is true regarding | 
oats and I have seen no reason for| 
changing the estimate made at that | 
time—namely, forty bushels per acre! 
by weight. It Is possible that the 
percentage of oats that will be used 
as greenfeed will need to be raised 
somewhat. In our previous estimate 
we allowed for 10 per cent. of the 
crop being used for greenfeed, I 
should not be surprised if the esti- 
mate would have to be raised to 
abont 15 per cent. 

The only new matter that has come 
j to light in connection with the pres- 
jent year’s crop is the unevenness of 
the sample of wheat.

such as Jesus made he would be at 
jonee declared an imposter. But Jesus 
|with calm assurance announced great 
\“l ames” about Himself and His an- 
|nouncements carried conviction. “I 
jam the light of the world.” 

“I am the Bread of Life,” I am the 
true living way,” “I am in the Father 
and the Father in me.” “T am Aipha 
land Omego,” “I am the Resurrection 
and ithe Life,’ “I am the Way the 
truth and the Life.” 

These aasertions were made partly 
to comfort the disciples. He had told 
them that He was to botbetrayed. He 
had tola them of the death he was to 
die, He asserted that the same hatred 
which avas directed against Him would 
be directed against them and that they 
/too might have to endure persecutions 
land even death, They were distressed, 
and penplexed. When (He epoke to 
\them of going away, and preparing @ 
iplace for them, and when he point- 
led out to them that they already knew 
the way, Thomas voiced ‘their per- 
plexity in the words: ‘Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest and how can 
we know the way? Jesus answered 
“T am the Way, the Truthaand the 
Life.” 

Our modern tway of translating 
these words would probably be “I am 
the true and living Way” or “I am the 
the ‘Way, because J am the truth and 
the life.” 

Jesus {4 The Truth. 

In ithe first place he is the truth 
jabout God, and His life was the ex- 
pression of that truth, The Hebrews 
|had known God's power, and justice, 
but it remained for Jesus to reveal the 
Fatherhood of God. He is humanity's 
Father, He is the Father even of the 
ungrateful and the sinful. 

Jesus is also the truth about man. 
| Before his time men ‘were cheap. They 
|were bought and sold in the market 
nd a man ‘was often of less value 
|than a horse. The worlds work was 
jdone by slaves, an’ slavery was a re- 
lcognized system. Jesus was the end 


to all that. It took a lon~ ttime for 
His truth about man to sink into the 
hearts of those in power—but when It 
did sink in, it burst the bonds of ahe 
slaves and they were set free. . 

Jesus way the truth about mans 
ldestiny—about hig immortality. Since

Continued Fixed Prices? 


The U.S. wheat director says he 
will oppose any attempt to extend 
to unother crop the policy of Gov- 
ernment guaranteed prices. It is 
early yet for decisions on that 
question. The food supply of the 
world is far from normal,and con- 
ditions everywhere are so disturb- 
ed that to leave the question of 
how much crop shall be sown to 
the individual judgment of the 
farmers may not be safe fon sev- 
eral years. Certainly while the con- 
sumer requires a fixed price for 
flour the farmer should have a 
guaranteed price for wheat. 


Doing Their Duty. 

The attempt to railroad the 
Grand Trunk deal through on the 
eve of proroguation has at least 
been interrupted, by the refusal of 
the Opposition to let the sanction 
of Parliament be secured without 
explanation of the transaction and 
what it involves. Had the Opposi- 
tion members done less they would 
have been recreant to their duty.In 
a matter of such great impor 
tance the public are at least en- 
titled to know what is being done 
with their money and credit. Seem- 
ingly the intention was that they 
should not know until the trans- 
action had been 
else the proposal would have been 
introduced earlier in the present’ 
session or held over until the next. 


What of the Provinces? 

Mr. Meighen assured Parliament 
that in taking over the Grand| 
Trunk system the intention of the 
Government is to hold Alberta and 
Saskatchewan responsible for pay- 
ment of the interest and principle 
of the G.T.P, bonds guaranteed by 
these provinces; the Minister of 
Railways adding that since the 
Government forced the G.T.P. into 
the hands of a receiver the pro- 
vinces have had to pay the obliga- 
tions falling due. Does this mean| 
that under the ‘‘nationalization’’ 
scheme Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan are to have to continue to pay| 
the interest on the bonds of G.T.P. 
lines owned and operated by the 
Dominion Government? If that is 
the intention the provinces had 
better seize the railways. Who- 
ever has to do the paying should 
own the roads. 


A Contrast. Tt 
British miners have decided to 
keep clear of ‘‘direct action,’’ and 
to try to carry their ‘‘nationaliza- 
tion’’ policy by appeal to public 
opinion. They are well advised. If 
they can show that public owned 
and operated mines would be to 
the advantage of the community 
they will be discharging a public 
service in doing so. If they can- 
not show that, their proposal can- 
not and should not get anywhere. 
And, right or wrong, to attempt to 
impose their ideas by force would 
be a crime for which they would 
be likely to receive speedy and 
severe punishment at the hands of 
all other classes in the nation. The 
miners on this continent would be 
better directed if they, too, appeal- 
ed to the public on the justice of 
their claims than they are in 
threatening to hold up the public 
by arbitrary stoppage of the fuel 
supply. : 


The Only Way. 

Publication has been made of 
the text of the note in which the 
Supreme Council of the Allies in- 
vited neutral countries to co-oper- 
ate in blockading Bolshevik Rus- 
sia by preventing supplies being 
forwarded to ports under control 
of Lenine, To the note Marshal 
Foch added the brief but pointed 
suggestion ‘‘Inform the German 
‘Government that the British and 
“French men-of-war in the Gulf 
‘of Finland will continue to 
“‘blockade Bolshevik ports and de- 
‘tain from the moment they come 
22 sight any ships bound for 
‘Bolshevik ports.’’ The Marshal 
put into his one clause more than 
the Allied and Associated Govern- 
ments were able to put into the 
Preceding five. If Bolshevik Rus- 
Sla is to be starved out its trade 
will have to be stopped by Allied 
warships, whether neutral nations 
like it or not. Paper blockades 
conducted with the consent of neu- 
trals count for little or nothing.

Dewam, an able divine, a poet and 
one of the leaders of the church, was 
retired from the editorship of the 
Guardian, after twenty-five years of 
distinguished service, because, among 
other reasons, many members of the 
conference thought that the paper un- 
der hia guidance was over zealous in 
its support of the Mowat ministry and 
in its reflections on Sir John Mac- 
donald. No doubt his strenuous and 
sometimes dictatorial advocacy of

WHOLESALE. BALLOT BOX 
STUFFING

EXPLANATION OF 
CAPTURE KRONSTADT 


Paris, Oct. 11.—An explanation of 
the report and capture of Kronstadt 
fs that the British do not want the 
Bolahevists to have assistance from 
the remnants of the Russian Baltic 
fleet, as support might make General 
Yudenitchs’ further advance east- 
ward difficult and give Gen, Von der 
Goltz an excuse to support Gen. Yu- 
denitch and thus participate in the 
taking of Petrograd and establishment 
of a new government there. Eagerness 


of the Entente to prevent Germany 
from having water communication 
with Bolshevist ports on the Baltic is 
explained by the dear that Von der 
Goltz might be supplied in that man- 
ner with munitions enabling him to 
carry out his plans he is known to 
have for getting a foothold in Russian 
territory. The dlockade against Bol- 
Bhevist Russia has really existed since 
last July in definite form, recognized 
by all ‘the great powers except the 
United States. The only new feature 
of the recent notes to neutrals is 
that Germany also was asked to es- 
tablish a blockade of Bolshevist Rus- 
sia. The unwillingness of Germany to 
comply with this request is explained 
{n some quarters as meaning that she 
wanted to help Gen Von der Goltz and
